WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Senator 


Morris Sheppard, Texas, author of the 
eighteenth amendment, 
today an- 


nounced 
new legislation p'roposed 


stiffer sentences for liquor law viola- 
tors which he said he intends to in- 
troduce at his. earliest opportunity. 
'?ifbr possession and transportation of 
liquor," now punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $500, Senator Sneppard sug- 
gested that a "prison term riot exceed- 
in^ six. months be added. 
, -Tor' manufacture and 
selling of 


liijuor, now--punishable by imprison- 
ment not exceeding six months, Sena- 


tor Sbeppard 
suggested 
that the 


prison term be lengthened to a maxi- 
mum of two years. 


Another plan which he is consider- 


ing would hit the rich liquor holder by 
iniposing a heavy internal revenue tax 
on his cellar stock. While details have 
not yet been worked out, it may seek 
to require the owner to list his liquor 
on his income tax returns and pay a 
heavy gallonage tax thereon. 


Senator . Sheppard explained this 


would apply to persons holding "sus- 
piciously large quanaities of liquor" 
and intimated that small amounts 
would be exempted.

SENATE URGES 
MEN WITHDRAWN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—A resolu- 


tion expressing the sentiments of the 
senate, in favor 
of withdrawal of 


American troops from Germany was 
passed lale today; 


Senator Reed, Pennsylvania, who 


was one of the first Ameircan offi- 
cers to enter the Coblenz area of 
Germany after the armistice, pro- 
tested against passage of the Reed 
resolution at this time, declaring it 
would be an affront .to France. 


Senator Lodge also objected to the 
resolution on the same grounds. 


"I do not think we should take 


sides in the present reparations situ- 
ation, either one way or the other," 
Lodge added, "Altho I think the 
troops ought to be withdrawn." 


The senate voted thirty-eight to 


twenty-two against the Jones motion 
to send the resolution to the foreign 
relations committee. 


The vote "was 57 to 6. The resolu- 
tion was a compromise affected from 
the first resolution which was intro- 
duced by Senator Reed, -democrat, 
Missouri, demanding the president re- 
move the troops. Senator Lodge ob 
jected to this form of the resolution 
and Reed complied by modifying it so 
that it merely expressed the senti- 


ment of the senate and bound the 
president to no action. 


An amendment offered by Senator 


New, republican, Indiana, stating that 
the action of the senate should not be 
construed as expressing any .foreign 
policy of the senate as regards the 
present European crisis also was 
accepted.

A bill will 
be introduced 
in the 


house Monday alteruoon providing for 
the establishment and maintenance of 
a system of rural credits. 
Represen- 


tative J. C. Gilmore, farmer of K-os- 
ser, Adams county, is tlu author. He 
will also introduce a bill proposing an 
amendment to the constitution author- 
izing issuance of bonds by the state 
in order that funds may be available. 
The constitution now prohibits issu- 
ance of beads by the state in excess 
of $100,000. 


The rural credits act creates the 


Nebraska rural credit board and pro- 
vides for the loaning of money by the 
boaid upon 
real estate 
within the 


state. It authorizes the state to bor- 
row money on its warrants and bonds 
secured by the good faith and credii 
of the state- for the maintenance of 
the credit system and provides for an 
appropriation of 5200,000 payable on 
the order of the board, such appro- 
priation to be used in establishing and 
maintaining the rural credit system. 


The purpose of the legislation, as 


set forth in the introductory section, 
is to loster and encourage agriculture, 
dairying and livestock raising in the 
state and to develop and improve 
farm 
lands. 
Management shall be 


vested in the Nebraska rural credit 
board which 
shall consist 
of five 


members, one of whom shall be the 
governor. 
The executive to be ex- 


otficio president of the board. 
The 


other four members shall be appointed 
by the governor. One member shall 
be designated- and known as rural 
credit 
commissioner 
and shall re- 


ceive an annual salary of $5,000. An- 
other member shall be designated and 
known as treasurer who shall receive 
a salary of ?2,000 per annum.

The board shall obtain and keep a

No loan shall exceed ?20,000. Every 


borrower shall pay simple interest on 
defaulted payments at the rate 
of 


8 ,per cent per annum. All mortgages 
shall' run to the state of Nebraska as 
mortgagee or payee. All titles to prop- 
erty taken by the board also shall run 
to the state. Bonds provided for in the 
act may be issued in denominations 
of from $25 to ?1,000. They shall have 
interest coupons attached. They shall 
be issued in series of not less than 
$25,000. 


The difference between the rate in- 


terest paid by the state for

borrowe'd and the interest

for money loaned, shall constitute a 
reserve fund. The board shall design-

The board of educational lands and 


funds shall purchase the rural credit 
bond provided by the act and give pre- 
ference to the same until 50 per cent 
of the permanent school funds of the 
statp shall be invested in such bonds. 
The1 bill carries the emergency clause. 


The purpose of the legislation, ac- 


cording to the author, is to permit the 
farmer to obtain credit when he is 
most in need of it. 


Arguments against such a system 


have been based on the theory that 
money, readily obtained, has worked 
something of a hardship In the past 
and that is sometimes termed "easy 
money" is costly in the long run.

Governor Bryan's proposal to have 


the legislature repeal the code law 
and authorize him by law to appoint 
employes and heads of such depart- 
ments as the legislature cares to 
create and to create a council of five 
state officers to pass upon "policies" 
in regard to administration 'of laws, 
the governor to do all the enforcing, 
has not met the approval of the three 
republicans who will be members of 
the proposed council of five. 


"That would be fine," said Land 


Commissioner Dan Swanson, one of 
the officers of the proposed council, 
"to have the governor hire and fire 
and drag other state officers into af- 
fairs with which they could have but 
little to say. The other state officers 
would be' blamed for every thing 
•wrong and the governor would take 
credit for every thing that was right." 


"I would not care to be the head of 


a department," said State Auditor 
George W. Marsh, "if the governor is 
to have power to appoint everybody 
in my department, but as a matter of 
fact the governor does not go so far 
as to suggest that other state officers 
be given separate departments to con- 
trol. He plans to make them simply 
advisers." 


"I do not think the governor's plan 


would work." said State Treasurer 
Charles D. Robinson.

In his annual report to the Nebraska 


farm bureau, association Secretary H.

They included market- 
ing, organization, taxation, legislation, 
railroads and telephones, rural schools 
publicity, tuberculosis, wool pool, rust, 
co-operation, reclamation relief, gen- 
eral service, constitution and by-laws, 
county and community activities and 
policies. 


On organization, a new canvass on 


a three-year plan is being made. The 
counties now pay half of the cost of 
solicitors and "publicity and furnish 
drivers to offset the federation over- 
head. It is the policy of the federa 
tion to keep out of the local marketing 
work as an organization, but on the 
other hand, to encourage and assist 
co-operative marketing.

disease. 
The infectious 'or contagious diseases conie 


along and find the susceptibles no matter what pre- 
cautions are taker.. 


Fortunately, there are means of guarding against 


most of the terrible ailments of our Western world. 
There are vaccines or serums which protect against 
smallpox, typhoid fever, diphtheria and some other ail- 
ments. Unfortunately, pneumonia is not yet among the conquered diseases

as yet there is doubt of the real value 
of certain remedies which from time to 
time have been heralded as capable of 
accomplishing this desirable result. 


The trouble about pneumonia is that 


there are several "types" of the disease. 
The exciting cause in one type is a 
special form of the rerrn of pneumonia., 
a form different from that which causes 
the other type. 


As time goes on it may well be that 


the different forms of disease, afl of 
which are now called pneumonia, may 
oe classified aa distinct and individual 
diseases. 
We are progressing. Within 


the memory of our oldest inhabitants 
there were two recognized diseases— 
"fever and ague." what-we now call 
malaria, and "liver complaint." If the 
patient got well, he had the former. 
If 


he had the latter, he died. That was 
almost the only disease distinction ill 
olden times. 
Now we have a "new" disease every 


month or two. 
So it is not unreason- 


able to believe that certain conditions 
which arc grouped at present may be 
separated in the future. In this event 
we may understand more about pneu- 
monia and guard against it more ef- 
fectively. 


VTe do know, however, that careless- 


ness is productive of trouble, and that 
It lays the foundation for many ills. 
Certainly carelessness is a fruitful causo 
for pneumonia. 
This disease attacks all ages, but 


certain types attack the age groups 
from twenty to forty-five. At that time 
of life when there should be the great- 
est immunity to disease, there appears 
to be special susceptibility to pneu- 
monia. 
At this season of the year, influenza— 


whether of the epidemic type or of that 
type we always have in the community 
—is prowling- around looking for vic- 
tims. If. yon contract influenza, I be? 
of you to take care of yourself. Don't 
"try to fight it off. Don't think yon ara 
cowardly if you pause long enough to 
nurse and cure your cold. 
There '.s no doubt that infhjeaza and 


pneumonia arc hand conveyed, and that 
they are carried by the fresh secretions 
of the nose and throat- Avoid contact 
with such material. Dodge the sneez- 
ing and coughing of your neighbors. 
Wash your hands frequently, and never 
think of eating or handling food with- 
out washing- your hands -with • soap 
and water. Be sure that - the dishes 
from which you eat and drink ore clean 
and not contaminated, by some unclean- 
ly person. 


When you get home from the outside 


world and every night before going to 
bed, wash your face and the openings 
to your nostrils with soap aad 
abundance of clean water. Scrub your 
teeth, and wash out your mouth. In 
short, remove all the dirt and germs 
possible.

9—Amplifying the Peanut Tube. 
The little peanut tube has been used 


very successfully for amplifying and 
it is quite possible for those who live 
within a reasonable distance of a good 
broadcasting station to use one of 
these tubes as a detector, two more 
as amplifiers and put the concerts on 
a loud speaking horn.

tube you must use a dry cell for each 
tube that you have. 
This does not 


mean necessarily that each tube must 
be wired separately to its dry cell. If 
you already have an amplifying circuit 
which" you built for standard sizes and 
are using peanut tubes with adapters, 
you -can hook up your dry cells In 
parallel—that is, connect all of the 
plus posts together and all of the 
minus posts together—and, they can 
then be put in the regular place of 
the storage battery. 
/•: 


It is also possible to have your dry 


cells separated and to connect one to 
each tube, but I believe that the first 
method is much better. 


As a matter of fact, even if you 


are using only one of these tubes as a 
detector you will find that it will pay 
you to get two dry cells, connect the 
two center binding posts to each other 
and the two side binding posts to each 
other and hook them up in the regular 
way. 
• This will just double the life of 
your battery and will give much 
smoother operation over a longer 
period of time. 


This one step of amplification will 


require the addition of another 22 1-2 
volt B battery, and I am showing the 
plus side of the second B battery con- 
nected to a binding post. The other 
binding post in the same place goes 
to the plate connection on the socket. 


These two binding posts are for 


your head phones if you are going to 
use only your one step, and if you 
add a second step later you can take 
your phones away from that place and 
hook the next step up right to these 
binding posts. 


The two binding posts on the left 


of this hook-up enable you to use this 
diagram with any of the tuning ar- 
rangements which I have given in this 
series. Merely remove the phones from 
the place where they are now con- 
nected to your detector and run those 
same two connections to these binding 
posts.

Nations,- like 
men, If they would get along together 
must' make concessions and not be 
eternally, suspecting a desire on the 
part of^somebody to deliberately step 
on their coat tails.
